Cons-nation County Commit­ 
tee, explains that a grower is 
eligible to vote in the refer­ 
endum if he produces upland 
cotton in the county. 
Bal­ 
lots have been mailed to all 
known cotton producers, and 
any cotton producer who did 
not receive one by mail is 
urged to get in touch immedi­ 
ately with the AS CS county 
office. 


I he ballot may be mailed 
in or brought to the county 
office at any time within the 
voting period, but tho Chair­ 
man emphasized that the bal­ 
lot must be in the county of­ 
fice by the close of business 
or it must lie postmarked by 
midnight 
on May 17 and it 
must arrive at the county of­ 
fice before ballots an* counted 
on May 22. 


The vote will not affect the 
transfer of upland cotton al­ 
lotments by sale or lease from

And, the days of tor­ 
nado-watching and forecasting 
by the head of the household 
are about over Texans today 
depend 
on 
local 
w eather 
bureaus to alert them to any 
approaching 
danger 
from 
tornadoes. 
However, the Texas Safety 
Association warns the same 
danger is present in today’s 
tornadoes as yesterdays W ea­ 
ther alerts do give that extra 
margin of time that may mean 


the 
difference 
between 
life 
and death, but it's still up to 
every- individual to take the 
safety measures necessary' to 
protect himself in a tornado. 
The 
Safety 
Association, 
which also reminds Texas that 
it s tornado time from now- 
through September in Texas, 
offers these tips for survival 
in a tornado: 
If you are in open country 
Move at right angles to the 
tornado’s 
path. 
Tornadoes 
usually move ahead at about 
25 to 40 miles P°r bour. 
If there is no time to es­ 
cape'. lie flat in the nearest 
depression such as a ditch or 
ravine 
If you 
are in a 
city or 
t o w n : 
Seek inside shelter, 
pre­ 
ferable along the inside walls 
on the lower floors of a steel 
reinforced building. Stay a- 
wa y 
from 
w indows. 
If you are at home in a 
frame-type house, the south­ 


west coner of the lowest floor, 
especially a basement, offers 
tho greatest protection. People 
living in a brick 
or stone 
homo should find other shel­ 
ter. 
If 
time 
permits 
before a 
storm strikes, turn off the gas 
and electricity in your home. 
Open doors and 
windows on 
the 
north east 
side of 
the 
house to help reduce damage 
to the building from outdoor 
pressure differences. 
If you are in a school build­ 
ing: 
In city areas: If the school 
building is of strongly rein­ 
forced construction, stay in­ 
side, away from windows. Re­ 
main near an inside wall on 
the lower floors when possible 
Avoid auditoriums and gym­ 
nasiums with 
large, poorly- 
supported roofs. 
In rural schools: 
If the 
school building does not have 
strong reinforced construction, 
remove children and teachers 


to a ravine or ditch if storm 
shelter is not available. 
If in an industrial plant: 
Upon 
receiving a 
tornado 
warning, 
post 
a 
lookout ta 
keep safety officials advised 
of th? tornado’s approach. Ad- 
v a r ct* preparation should b 
made to r shutting off electrical 
circuits and fuel lines if tho 
tornado approaches the plant 
Workers should be moved to 
sections of the plant offering 
the greatest protection. 


Anywhere th a t you are: 
Keep calm It does not help 
to get excited. People have 
been killed by running out in­ 
to streets and by turning back 
into the path of a tornado 
Even though 
a warning is 
issued, the chances of a tor­ 
nado striking one’s home oi 
location arc slight. As a rul« 
tornadoes cover such a small 
area 
that 
relatively only a 
fov. places in a warned area 
are 
affected. 
However, 
yoi 
should know what to do "just 
in case." 
Keep tuned to your radio 
or television station for latest 
tornado advisory information 
Do 
not 
call 
the 
W eather 


Bureau, except to report a 
tornado, as your request may 
tie up telephone lines ungently 
needed to receive special re­ 
ports or to relay advisories to 
radio and television stations 
for dissemination to thousands 
in the critical area. 
For 
those 
who 
are 
still 
fortunate enough to have a 
storm cellar, the Safety As­ 
sociation has this advice: 
Be sure 
you have an air 
outlet 
to equalize 
the air 
pressure. 
Keep cellar fit for use 
free from water, gas or debris 
Keep pick and shovel handy 
in case you have to dig out.
